W ith the American Armies in France, Nov. 5— 
The Americans gained three and three-quarters 
miles against heavy resistance in a forward move­ 
ment along the Meuse this morning. 
They captured Beaumont Cesse and Jaulnay 
forest, and completed occupation of Lameuville. 
American engineers threw pontoons across the 
Meuse at two points under heavy shell fire. 
Doughboys, pouring across the newly constructed 
bridges, drove the Germans from the east bank 
tow ard the great W oevee'forest.

Although interest in the political 
campaign has been at fever

There was nothing to iin)>ede poli­ 
tical workers in getting out the vote. 
The weather was ideal and men 
of

nerve to get to the polls every voter 
in the county who is registered. 


Because o f the absence o f approx­ 
imately one thousand soldiers from

mirable firmne*—. 
It i* unfortunate 
that the word "armistice” occurs so 
frequently in press 
comments and 
cast- a veil of obscurity about

;■ ttitude ot the American people to-

scarcely dared exjiect. 
The actual 
finish may be dealved; for a hasty 
peace might easily be a dangerous 
peaee, and rime will be required for 
«solution of many new problems. The 
map of ’Europe will undergo

Ik* expected; also great social 
and 
economic changes. 
But this is the 
dawn of a new and 
brighter 
era. 
The effects at home 
will lie 
wide­ 
spread. 
While considerable of our 
army may ’lie detained abroad for a 
period, demobilization must soon be­ 
gin; warlike activities will decline, 
and trade and industry must be re­ 
adjusted gradually to jieace condi­ 
tions. 
We will then be

and

Along with peace there will come a 
sense of relief and a new hope; and 
though the near future is full of p e r ­ 
plexities courage and resources are 
in abundance to meet them.

Eighty -three and a half p er cent 
of the cost of p rod u cing a hog is feed 
that is consu med , accord ing to d ata 
recently obtained by the farm man­ 
agement d ep artment at Illinois Uni­ 
v ersity . 
This is a mu ch higher p er­ 
centage for feed than is the case 
with d airy cattle or beef cattle. 
So 
the biggest p roblem that we hav e in 
p ork 
p rod u ction is to 
hand le ou r 
feed s in su ch a way that they retu rn 
the max imu m amou nt of grain. 
Es­ 
p ecially d u ring wartimes, 
when in­ 
creased p rod u ction of food necessi­ 
ties is so v ital to onr su ccess, is it 
imp erativ e that we make the most 
economical u se p ossible of the feed s 
u tilized for hogs. 
We mu st stu d y 
to p rod u ce 100 p ou nd s of p ork with 
the smallest p ossible amou nt of feed . 
The biggest op p ortu nity for feed 
economy is in u sing balanced rations. 
We hav e talked balanced rations for 
a long time and y et no qu estion has 
been asked u s more frequ ently this 
su mmer: “Does it p ay to feed high- 
p riced tankage or other p rotein su p ­ 
p lements to hogs?” 
Ord inarily the farmer figu res that 
lie is getting a good p ork retu rn from 
com alone if he obtains ten p ou nd s 
of gain for each bu shel of corn which 
he feed s. This means that the farm ­ 
er who feed s corn alone calcu lates on 
feed ing 5(>0 p ou nd s of corn for ev ­ 
ery 1(10 p ou nd s of gain mad e by his 
hogs. 
Ex p erimental work mad e at 
the v ariou s stations show that the 
farmer is abou t right in this esti­ 
mate. If the hogs were giv en an op ­ 
p ortu nity to eat what tankage they 
want with the self-feed er along with 
the corn, they will consu me abou t 
thirty p ou nd s of tankage and 400 
p ou nd s of shelled corn for each 100 
p ou nd s increase in w eight. 


How Corn is Saved. 


This means that there is a sav ing 
of 100 p ou nd s of corn from feed ing 
thirty p ou nd s of 00 p er cent tankage 
in comp arison to feed ing corn alone. 
In Sep tember it cost abou t $1.5 0 
to $1.5 5 a bu shel for corn, or $5 5 a 
ton and tankage retailed in small lots 
to farmers at abou t $110 p er ton, so 
the farmer is p ay ing twice as mu ch 
a p ou nd for tankage as the corn costs 
him, or thirty 
p ou nd s of 
tankage 
cost as 
mu ch as six ty 
p ou nd s of 
corn. 
This still leav es a net com 
p rofit from the bu y ing and feed ing of 
tankage amou nting to 100 p ou nd s for 
ev ery 100 p ou nd s of p ork p rod u ced . 
In otliy r word s, for ev ery $1 inv ested 
in tankage the farmer receiv es abou t 
$3.5 0.

MEANSr SAVING OF CORN IN 


PUTTIM. THE POUNDS ON 


MR PORKER QUICKLY,

Eighty-three and a half per cent 


of the cost o£ producing a hog is feed 
that^is 'consumed, according to data 
recently obtained by the farm'man- 
agement 'department at Illinois Uni- 
versity. This is a much higher per- 
centage-fpr feed than is the case 
with dairy cattle or beef cattle. 
So 


the biggest problem that we have in 
pork production is to handle our 
feeds in such a way that they return 
the maximum amount of grain. Es- 
pecially during wartimes, when in- 
creased production of food necessi- 
ties is so vital to our success, is it 
imperative that we make the most 
economical use possible of the feeds 
utilized for hogs. 
We must study 


to produce 100 pounds of pork with 
the smallest possible amount' of feed. 


The biggest opportunity for feed 


economy is in using balanced rations. 
We have talked balanced rations for 
a long time and yet no question has 
been asked us more frequently this 
summer: "Does it pay to feed high- 
priced tankage or other protein sup- 
plements to hogst" 


Ordinarily the farmer figures that 


he is getting a good pork return from 
corn alone if he obtains ten pounds 
of gain for each bushel of corn which 
he feeds. This means that the farm- 
er who feeds corn alone calculates on 
feeding 560 pounds of corn for ev- 
ery 100 pounds of gain made by his 
hogs. 
Experimental work made at 


the various stations show that the 
farmer is about right in this esti- 
mate. If the hogs were given an op- 
portunity to eat what tankage 
they 


want with the self-feeder along with 
the corn, they will consume about 
thirty pounds of tankage and 400 
pounds of shelled corn for each 100 
pounds increase in weight. 


How Corn is Saved. 


This means that there is a saving 


of 160 pounds of corn from .feeding 
thirty pounds of 60 per cent tankage 
in comparison to feeding corn alone. 


In September it cost about $1.50 


to $1.55 a bushel for corn, or $55 a 
ton and tankage retailed in small lots 
to farmers at about $110 per ton, so 
the fanner is paying twice as much 
a pound for tankage as the corn costs 
him, or thirty 
pounds of tankage 


cost as much as sixty pounds of 
corn. This still leaves a net corn 
profit from the buying and feeding of 
tankage amounting to 100 pounds for 
every 100 pounds of pork" produced. 
In o tli or words, for every $1 invested 
in tankage the farmer receives about 
$3.50.
